By placing small bells on tae 
cats, it would give a warning to the 
birds who would at least have a fight. 

From the humane 
stand point this by-law should have 
the support of every citizn an 
everyone should make an effort t 
sign the petition. . 

Several towns and villages in the 
province have this bylaw in force-- 
High River, Red Deer, Claresholm, 
Okotoks, Stavely and others—so why 
not Gleichen. 

The by-law should be put in force 
as soon as pos‘ble as this is the time 
of year when the birds are most num- 
erous.

This latest shipment included 696 
tbedgowns, 159 bed sheets, 390 bed 
pan covers, 546 surgica] towels, 720 
triangular bandages, 600 personal 
property bags, 372 wash cloths, 144 
(Pyjamas, 276 seamen’s stockings, pil- 
low cases 1,458, 312 abdominal bind 
ers, 780 sweaters, 96 hampton pads, 
948 puirs of socks, 1,200 handker- 
chiefs (gauze, 500 handkerchiefs 
(Nainsook,) 456 ice. bag covers, 132 
hot water bottle covers, 10 matress! 
pads—a total of 9,795 articles. In ad- 
dition there were shipped 317 articleg 
for Finnish relief. 

‘(The grand total at the present| 
time are: 118,761 articles of war 
supplies, 1,779 articles for Finnish 
relief. 1,910 articles for Polish, re- 
lief. 

{ A shipment of surgical dressings 
also was shipped on June 7th includ- 
ing 82 cartons containing 41,805 
articles, This makes a grand total of 
117,729 surgical dressings shipped 
to date. Also shipped were five cases 
of blankets for nefugees, totaling

OTTAWA LETTER 


BY DR. F. W. GERSHAW 

Old members of the House of | 
Commons say that June tenth will 
stand out as the most tragic day 
they ever lived through. 

There ‘was first the news of Italy’s 
cntrance into the war with all that 
it means in increasing the burden of 
the Allied powers, Thien there was the 
formal declaration of Canada’s war 
on Italy. This measure passed 
through both houses quickly and was 
cabled to the King for declaration, 

Then came the shocking news of 
the death-in, an airplane crash of the 
Hon, Norman Rogers and his three 
gallant flying d‘tmpanions. This 
browght teas to the eyes and a sad- 
ress to the hearts of many as ib 
seemed such a persona] less, The 
news spread rapidly through the 
[.uilding and everyone seemed 
stunned and the sorrow of men who 
had lost a close friend was evident 
on many faces. 

I left my rovm just after the news 
must have arrived and, in ging 
through the various halls, no fewer 
then three people asked if I had 
heard th? news, 

The House and galleries rapidly 
filled when the ‘bells were sounded, 

“Very: well, I will carry on”, ‘These 
were the last ‘words of Mr Rogers to 
the Prime Minister, who spoke under 
obvious stress of great emotion ‘when 
advising the House of the  trag- 
edy. There had been some questions 
as to whether Mr. Rogers should 
make the Toronto trip, or not, on ac- 
count of the serious turn the war 
had taken. Mr, King suggested that 
if he did not go it might be thought 
that things were even more critical 
then they were actually. The above 
quotation ‘were the last words in 
reply.

Wider Objectives 
To quote one section in a very voluminous report: “The course of in- 
struction in the high school and also in the junior division of the university 
should cater to the needs of young people at the age levels represented in 


the enrolment in these institutions; that is to say, it should be related to| 
the natural activities of mind and body at these age levels. 


It should not 


consist to any considerable extent in courses which are only of value if the 


subjects are carried further. 


It should be reasonably all-round, while giv- 


ing full opportunity for the pursuit of individual interests; and it should 
stimulate or create desire to continue further study after formal school 


education has been completed. This,” it was pointed out, “is in accordance | 


with the recommendations contained in the report on secondary education 
by the British Board of Education, commonly known as the Spens report.” 

It is gratifying to note that while emphasis is given in the report to 
the necessity of fitting high school students for business life, the fact that 
this is not the entire objective of secondary education ig not overlooked. 
The principal of Daniel McIntyre Collegiate Institute is quoted as express- 
ing his belief that the schools should “be free to plan within the curriculum 
for such things as athletic activities of purposeful type, the Literary

Army Huts 


| Britain Uses Concrete And Sawdust 
As Economy Measure 


Designed to meet the timber 
| Shortage and to economize in steel, 
the new army hut is a mixture of| 
concrete and sawdust—and it is a 
success. 

Made in precast sections of a mix- 
| ture of concrete and specially treat- 
ed sawdust, it can be screwed to- 
gether and nails driven into it as 
easily as wood. It is also fireproof. 
Once the precast sections are made, 
the hut can be assembled in the 
course of a few hours. 

This new type of hut contains only 
half a standard of timber against 
five standards in the old wooden hut, | 
and only 54 pounds of steel wire as} 
reinforcement. All the materials are 
| home produced. 
| The inventor claims that 10,000 of 
these huts can be turned out a year 
with an immense saving of wood and 
timber.

Hitler’s Fifth Column 


Repeating German Radio Broadcasts 
Is Helping The Enemy 

Every time a Canadian repeats 
gossip frum German radio broad- 
casts he is marching with Hitler's 
fifth column against his own coun- 
try, no matter how hotly he may 
deny it, the office of the director of 
public information warned, 

“The next time you quote the Ger- 
man radio, go and give yourself up 
to the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police—you are a fifth columnist,” a 
Statement said. 

Such gossip plays right into the 
hands of Propaganda Minister Goeb- 
bels, it continued, “That's his job— 
to make you believe what he says so 
you will worry yourself and all your 
friends about it. He knows that you 
want to be able to regale all and 
sundry with a war secret. He hopes 
you will repeat bad news, he con- 
fidently trusts that you will grow 
importunate.” 

Re-telling of what comes over the 
German radio distorts and adds to 
the Goebbels falsehoods until the 
embellishments would gladden the 
heart of any German propagandist, 
it was pointed out. 

Machines take down on wax cylin- 
ders every word that crosses the At- 
lantic from the German radio sta- 
tions, yet wild rumors have circu- 
lated throughout Canada crediting 
the German radio with things that 
were never said. 

A report that the German broad- 
cast announced torpedoing of a 
troopship of the first division of the 
Canadian Active Service Force was 
carefuly tracked down but nobody 
could be found who actually heard 
the German announcer make such a 
claim. Somebody always “heard it 
from a chap who heard it.” 

Other rumors had it that the Ger- 


man radio regularly announced de-| 


parture of troopships from Canada.

New Atomic Gun 


Electron Bullets Keep Returning To 
Weapon Until Target Reached 

An atomic gun which never fails 
to put every bullet into the target 
has been perfected at Cornell Uni- 
versity, Ithaca, N.Y, 

The gun fires electrons ag bullets. 
If these bullets miss the first time, 
they turn around and come back. 
This they keep up, back and forth, 
until every one of them has found 
its mark. 

All this they do at speeds of about 
12,000 miles a second. When, on 
missing, they return to the gun, they 
do not enter the muzzle, but just 
approach it, and then rush off as if 
fired again. The gun gives them 
their

Their targets are the atoms in 
gas, which are so hard to hit by elec- 
trons that ordinarily only one elec- 
tron out of every thousand 
make a hit.

The Cornell 
represents the most efficient source 
of atomic projectiles yet produced.

The electron bullets of the Cornell 
gun are induced to fly back to the 
muzzle by an ingenious combination 
of electric and magnetic fields. 

After hitting the atoms and 
changing them into ions, the gun 
goes still further and herds all of 
the ions to the axis of the gun and 
fires them out of the end at the rate 
of billions a second, 

One practical advantage of the 
new gun is its small size. The gun 
portion of the apparatus is less than 
an inch long.

U-Boat Commander Leaves Strug- 
gling Victims To Perish In 
The Water 

The navy press section declared 
;that a U-boat commander and his 
crew after torpedoing a British mer- 
chant vessel May 27 watched the 
crew of 36 struggling in the water 
for half an hour before leaving the 
helpless seamen to their fate. 

The press statement said that all 
but five perished before a neutral 
Ship arrived, It described the treat- 
ment of the men as “one of the foul- 
est acts ever perpetrated by a U- 
boat commander and his crew.” 

The statement said the ship sank 
in two minutes, leaving no time to 
get the boats clear. The statement 
|did not identify the merchantman. 

The statement added that the Ger- 
man U-boat commander drove his 
craft among the men struggling in 
the water “to ask survivors the name 
of their ship and to give members 
of uis crew an opportunity to take 
photographs of his unfortunate vic- 
tims. 

“And while they did so, the U-boat 
commander stationed two men with 
boathooks to fend off and jab at the 
wretched men who tried to clamber 
on board, thinking the U-boat had 
come to pick them up. 

“For about half an hour this went 
on, The submarine steamed away, 
leaving helpless British seamen to 
their fate in the rough sea.” 

Twenty-four hours later, the state- 
ment said, a neutral ship picked up 
five men. The other 31 perished.
